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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/21/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive to overcome the prior art. 
Claim 14: 

A. In the preamble, applicant claimed "..configuring generic client software to 
resemble a portion of a display window ..." 
Examiner points out the MPEP: 

737.10 Unpersuasive Argument: Limitation(s) in Preamble 
In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation [ 1 ] has not been given 
patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is 
generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not 
depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural 
limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 
1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 
Moreover, the prior art taught 

"a web page with a player (i.e.: tool) for playing media object (i.e.: display objects 
on window), a sequencer which displays a play list that defined (i.e.: configure) an order 
in which media objects are played by the player ..."[Katinsky, col 1 lines 50-58] 

"the user redisplays image windows 80 by clicking the show video button below 
the sequencer 14. The image size lock, image shade, image swap buttons and hide 
video on the handle 90 og the image display window 80 are repeated below the 
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sequencer 14 as a lock/unlock button 68, an open/close button 66, away button 69, and 
a hide/show video button 64, respectively (see Fig 4)" [Katinsky col 7 lines 1-15] 

It was clearly that the prior art taught a configuration by using the client software 
to display the media object on window. 

B. Applicant argues the prior art does not teach or suggest the lock state with 
commands and variables allows synchronization of the first and second frames.. 

Examiner points out the prior art taught the lock/unlock button [Katinsky, a 
lock/unlock button 68, Fig 4] with synchronized display, synchronized banner or frames 
[Katinsky, col 7 lines 15-52] 

Thus, the rejection is sustained.
